Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview with 
Drew Patty (Reg. No. 38,992) on June 30, 2009. 

Claims 1, 2, 3, 7, and 8 have been amended as follows: 

1 . An apparatus for measuring the axial length of an eye of a patient comprising; 
a laser which projects a laser beam along a laser beam axis: 
an ultrasound measuring device comprising a probe and a piezoelectric device for 
generating ultrasound for interrogating the dimensions of the eye and a computer for 
processing the interrogated dimensions, the probe being configured for directing focused 
ultrasound waves of the ultrasound measuring device along the visual axis into the eye, 
means for stabilizing the ultrasound measuring device in relation to the patient, 
means for mounting [[a]]tiie laser and the ultrasound probe on a carrying 
platform, 

m e ans for proj e cting fi'om th e las e r a las e r spot onto a grid so that the projected 
laser beam axis is substantially coaxial with the interrogating axis of said ultrasound 
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measuring device and the laser projects a fixation target while the eve is being 
interrogated , and 

means for assuring correct pressure applied to the ultrasound probe as it contacts 
the eye. 

2. The apparatus of claim 1 wherein the means for stabilizing the ultrasound measuring 
device in relation to the patient comprises a standard headpiece to which attaches a 
carrying platform which stabilizes the probe with respect to the patient's head and eye. 

3. The apparatus of claim 1 wherein the moans for projoctin g fixation target is a laser spot 
projected onto a grid comprises a laser beam projection dovico for alignment of tho oyc 
during the moasuromont procedure. 

7. The apparatus of claim 2 further comprising (i) [[a]]tiie carrying platform attached to a 
swing arm that carries the ultrasound probe, wh e r e th e m e ans for proj e cting a las e r spot 
onto a grid compris e s a las e r b e am proj e ction d e vic e for alignm e nt of th e e y e during th e 

measurement procedure, and (ii) means for assuring the correct horizontal and vertical 
alignment of said ultrasound probe with relation to the gravitational field of the earth.
